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A RETURN of the Aggregate Net Rental of all Ireland , as Assessed to the 
Poor Rate of the several Unions. 


The assessment of the poor-rate in the unions in Ireland is founded, under 
the Irish Poor Relief Act (1 & 2 Viet. c. 56, s. 64), “ upon an estimate ot the 
net annual value of the several hereditaments rated thereunto ; that is to say, ot 
the rent at which, one year with another, the same might in their actual state 
be reasonably expected to let from year to year,” &c. 


The Poor-law Commissioners have not any means of making a Return of 
Rental, or of making any other return under the above Order, than according 
to the valuations of the several unions upon which the assessment to the poor- 
rate is founded, in pursuance of the foregoing provision of the Statute. 

A separate Return of the Valuation of the several Unions and Electoral 
Divisions thereof has been made, in pursuance of another Order of the same 
date.
